In Hterature the county is very 
strongly represented: De Quincey, 
Mrs, Hemans, the famous. poetess, 
Hall Caine, Harrison Ainsworth, and 

| Richard Le Gallienne, being among 
other famouns authors who were 
born in Lancashire, Neither must 
one forget Sir Richard Arkwright, 
the inventor of tho cotton-spinning 
frame; Romney, the famous painter; 
and such actors as John Kemble, 
Sothern, and Edmund Kean,‘ three of 
the greatest who ever appeared on 
the English stage. 

Hampshire is proudly referred to 
by ita people and admirers as the 
cradie of the English race—the cra- 
dle of the ecclestastical aystem, cradle 
of the English navy, and the cragle 
of the national game of cricket. 
Palmerston, Thomas Arnold, Charles 
Dickens, George Meredith, Millais, 
and Tennyson, who, though he was 
born {n Lincolnshire, had his favorite 
residence in the Isle of Wight, are 
men who have added lustre to little 
Ha shire. 

Mr. Morice Gerard (Rev. J. Jessop 
Teague), author of many popular 
books, proudly claims for Derbyabire 
that it is the county which started 
everything. In other-words, that its 
famous men were the pioneers in all 
things, It produced James Brindley, 
founder of canals; Sir Francis Chan- 

‘trey, one of the finest sculptors who 

ever lived, and who left $500,000 to 
found thé Chantrey Bequest; Herbert 
Spencer, the founder of that school 
in which Huxley and Darwin gradu- 
ated; Sir Hugh Willoughby, the frst 
of a long line of explorers who set 
out in the sixteenth century from 
Deptford to find the Northwest pas- 
sage; Sir James Outram, the Bayard 
of India; and last but not least, 
“Little John,” 
small man. 

On the other hand, Warwickshire 
claims to have produced Robin Hood 

| himself, and among other greater 
feelebrities Shakespeare, acknowledg- 
ed to be among the greatest of Eng- 
jHsbmen, Walter Savage Landor, 
George Eliot, Sir Edwin Arnold, Dav- 
id Cox, Sir Francis Galton, Burne- 
Jones, James Watt, Richard Baxter, 
and Cardinal Newman. 

Mr. Joseph Chamberlain was cer- 
tainly born in Camberwell, but bis 
finest work has been done In War- 
wickshire, where he had spent the 
Sreater. part of his life.

But the Channel Islands do not feel 

| inclined to give way to any English 
county in regard to sporting cham- 
pions, for it was from Jersey that 
those two wonderful golfera Ray and 
Vardon came. 

Good old “Zummerzet’ claims 
Henry Fielding, father of the English 
novel, who was born a few uilles 
from Glastonbury. It also produced 
Roger Bacon, father of science; Chat- 
terton, the boy poet; Sebastian Ca- 
bot, the great explorer; Sir Henry 
Irving, too, came from Somerset, as 
well as John Locke, one of the great- 
est philosophers of his time, not to 
mention John Bull, who was erron- 
eously believed to be the author of 
“God Save the King,” and who was 
a Somersetahire man and a notable 
musician. : 

It has been rather humorously sug- 
gested that Staffordshire’s greatest 
claim to fame is that Jonathan Wild 
and Jack Sheppard, both hanged at 
Tyburn, were born, within its bor- 
ders; but those who made the remark 
wilfully forget that that county was 
the birthplace of* Samuel Johnson, 
Izaak Walton, father of fishermen; 
Henry Newbolt, and those two popu- 
lar writers, Arnold. Bennett and 
Jerome K, Jerome, 

| Neither must one forget the claima 
jof Kent, who can point to Thomas 
Sidney Cooper,. one of ‘the finest 
landscape artists who ever lived; Sir 
Philip Sidney, poet and statesman, 
the “Jewel of Elizabeth’s crown,” as.

Brant delivered 
buttcr to seteral privates patrons, sie 
being considered one of the very best 
butter makers in these parts, On 
Saturday they went. to Belleville, re- 
turning to their home early in the 
evening. 3fr. Brant's hired boy, De- 
civne by name, put the team away 
and afterward bad supper with Mr.

‘came in contact with the foe caused this opinion 
to be quickly revised. 
-- ‘Then the speed with which the Russian 
army mobilized, and its complete effectiveness 
_after it got into action, proved another inStance 
where using baseball parlance, “the dope was 
all wrong.” Germany fully believed that it would 
be possible to make a lightningmarch to Paris 
and render the French army ineffective before 
the Russians could exercise much pressure on 
the eastern frontier. In this they were astray, 
for the gallant resistance of the Belgians, and 
> the quick bringing into action of the British and 
» French forces, so hindered their progress toward 
Paris that, even before the Allies started to drive 
‘them back, the Russians had penetrated a con- 
siderable distance into Austrian and German 
territory, had captured a number of important 
posts, and had inflicted an incalculable amount 
‘of damage. ‘ 

The fighting quality of the British troops 
‘was another eye-opener, and on this point the 
Boston Transcript remarks: “It may seem as- 
tonishing that anyone should have doubted the 
stubborn steadfastness of the British soldiery 

but the German military writers ever since the 
‘Boer war have assumed that the British learned 
no lessons in that contest. Military writers, 
writing in and for Berlin, have emphasized the 
‘easy surrenders” the British made in certain 
‘instances to the Boers. From this the same 
‘writers have proceeded to assume that “a nation 
Sot shopkeepers” as they are fond of calling Great 
ritain, cannot be converted into a nation of 
oldiers. . From this error, which had its origin 
iin the self-satisfaction of militarism, the Ger- 
ns have had the rudest kind of an awakening. 
hep have found the soldiers of King George 
e sturdiest of antagonists and, withal, not 
acking in dash. Tommy Atkins is now taking 
ut in fighting satisfaction for all the accusa- 
tions of “softness” levelled at“him from Berlin,

peals.. To him it is remarkable that any such 
appeal should be n s 
There are in Great’ Britain probably five 
million men between the ages of ninteen and 
thirty-five, and Lord Kitcener has asked for 
five hundred thousand to begin with, say, one 
in every ten. How any able-bodied man, un- 
hampered by private obligations which make 
enlisting impossible, can read the stories that 
have been printed in every newspaper in the 
Kingdom during the last few days without 
doing everything in his power to join the 
small British force in France is hard to under- 
stand. Just to know what they have suffered 
and how heroically they have borne them- 
selves against immensely superior numbers, 
and then to leave them there, without an ef- 
fort to share their risks, their hardships, and 
their glory, is so amazing that there can be 
only one possible explanation, and that is ig- 
norance of what is wanted. It that is a good 
.plea to-day, and it is certainly a plea difficult 
to accept, to-morrow it will be so discredited 
lay himself open to an accusation which 
that the man who does not join the colors will 
has never yet been brought against men of 
British blood. 

Sir A. Conan Doyle, with the vigorous pen 
which he knows so Well how to use, lays be-'

The Black Watch. 








The famous Black Watch (42nd 


Royal Highland) Regiment — to 
which the 5th Royal Highlanders of 
Canada (Montreal) are allied—was 
raised in 1729 with the idea of mak- 
ing use of it as a means of protect- 


ing the country which was then in 
an unsettled state. The duty of the 
regiment consisted In carrying out. 
the “Disarming Act” and preventing 
depredations; for this purpose the 
men were quartered In small detach- 
ments in various parts of the coun- 
try, chiefy in the more troubled dis- 
tricts of the Highlands, the various 
companies acting independently of 
each other. In 1740 the Government 
{ncreased the number to 1,000 men. 
Up to that perlod each company was 
dressed in tartans selected by Its 
commander, but as the companies 
were now to act as one regiment, {t 
was necessary to have a uniform 
dress. The first colonel, Lord Craw- 
ford, belng a Lowlander, and having 
no tartan of his own, a new tartan 
different from any other was manu- 
factured, this being composed of 


various shades of black, green and 


blue. This ultimately became the 


well-known 42nd or Black Watch. 


There are two regular battalions— 


the 42nd and the 73rd Regt.—and a 


militia battalion, Royal Perth MIH- 


tia.

WILL PREVENT EXPORTS. 


Holland’s Decision Prevents Anglo- 
American Friction, 


LONDON, Oct. 3.——Holland bas 
given assurance that it will prevent 
the exportation of foodstuffs from 
Holland to Germany or to dther 
countries now at war. 

This action by the Dutch Govern- 
ment greatly simplifies the differences 
which have arisen concerning cargoes 
of food destined for the Netherlands.

Allied Forces Are Cheerfal Over

ON THE BATTLEFRONT, Oct. 3. 


—(Via Paris.)—A thrill was in the 


alr all along the extended allied lines 
to-day. The French and British 
troops, who have been over a fort- 
night in the closest contact with the 
Germans, felt that they had accom- 


plished their bard task of preventing 


the Germans breaking through the 
human barrier erected between them 
and their main objective, Paris, and 
that this meant eventual victory for 
the allies, 

The following communication was 
issued ‘ast night by the French War 
Oftice: 

“First—On our left wing one of 
our detachments which came out of 
Arras (a fortified town and capital of 
the Department of Pas-de-Calais) 
has fallen back a little toward the 
east and north of that city. 

“North of the Somme we have 
made progresa in front of Albert. Be- 
tween Roye and Lassigny the enemy 
has directed violent attacks, which 
have broken against our resistance. 

“Second—Quiet prevalls along the 
rest of the front. It is reported that 
in the neighborhood of St. Mihiel 
(Department of Meuse, twenty miles 
southeast of Verdun) there remains 
no enemy on tho left bank of the 
Meuse." 

The fury of the German onslaught 
was unabated yeaterday, especially on 
the western wing, but their every 
effort was met with vigorous resist- 
ance by the allies, who seemed to vie 
with each other in throwing all their 
strength and courage against the at- 
tackers. 4 

Tho scene of the most violent at-. 
tacks changes day by day. The Ger- 
mans, finding it impossible to pene- 
trate the allied lines in the vicinity of 
Rheims and Solssons, quickly trans- 
ported many of their divisions farth- 
er northwest and yesterday hurled 
Again they fail- 
ed, although last night they had not 
ceased their efforts to batter down 
the resistance.

Fight Three Weeks Old. 

LONDON, Oct. 3.—The battle of 
the Aisne, as it is still called, al- 
though the armies contending in it 
have spread far beyond that river, 
has been in progress just three weeks 
now, and no decision has yet~ been 
reached. The reports coming from 
Paris earller in the week that the re- 
sults of the allies’ operations were 
about to. be attained were premature, 
and from all appearances there must 
be more hard fighting before either 
side gives way. 

The heaviest blows are being giv- 
en and taken in the western area, 
where, according to yesterday's 
French official communication, an 
extremely violent battle continues, 
especially in the Roye district, where 
the Germans have concentrated con- 
siderable forces. The communication 
added that the action was extending 
more and more northward, and that 
the fighting front now extended to 
the district south of Arras. 

This, apparently, & modest ac- 
count of the northward advance of 
the French, for private telegrams re- 
celved in Lofdon Jast night announc- 
ed that the French actually had 
reached Arras. Stubborn resistance 
is belng offered by the Germans in’ 
the vicinity of Roye, where earlier in 
the week they succeeded in occupy- 


j Ing the heights, which, however, they 


later were compelled to give up. 

Along the front from the Olse to 
the Meuse rivers, according to the 
French report, only partial operations 
have been attempted by elther side.

Captain Sirker does not believe in 
clothes for natives. “Usually a Mel- 
anesian native’s great ambition is to 
possess some European garment. He 
thinks that If he wears something 
which the white man wears, he Is 
much more important and powerful. 
What the garment is doesn’t concern 
him at all. He will put on anything 
he can get hold of, The result is 
often most ludicrous. A native wo- 
man once made a public appearance 
wearing thirleen petticoats, and a 
chief appeared in a battered top hat 
and a waistcoat. 

This passion of European clothes 
has a bad effect on the natives’ 
health. When a man has a complete 
suit his great idea is to spend the 
rest of his Mfe in it, and he would 
be aghast if you suggested to him 
tbat he might occasionally take It 
off. 

Even when he swims he Insists on 
keeping his clothes on, and when he 
comes out of the water he makes no 
attempt to dry either himeelf or bis 
clothes. They will sleep in the 
same clothes that they swim in, and 
they never see any necessity for 
washing them.

The sight of the allied infantry 
greeping across the open spaces in 
front of the trenches, In a brilliant 
sunshine which glittered on their 
weapons, was impressive. Hundreds 
of shells burst overhead in thelr rear | 
without doing damage. 

Pverywhere the French and British 
soldiers seemed as though glued to 
the ground, but ye: their widely ex- 
f{nded lines progressed always for- 
ward. In only two or three instances 
did they encounter the spitting ma- 
chine gun fire with its murderous hail 
of bullets, which opened on them 
when they surmounted slight emin- 
ences, before reaching the German 
trenches. They found few Germans 
there to meet their boynets, as the 
invaders had retired to another line 
only a few hundred yards back. 

It is stated that the Germans also 
receded on the eastern wing, where 
for many days they have been going 
back continually. In that region of 
the great battlefield the famous 
French Alpine rifiemen came in con- 
tact with the Germans and inflicted 
considerable loss. 

In the centre there was compara- 
tive calm, although the artillery and 
infantry kept firing occasionally as 
though to remind their adversaries of 
their presence. 

The aviators on each -side have 
kept continual watch on the move- 
ments of the enemy, and sometimes 
have dropped shrapnel bombs, gener~ 
ally with small effect, as the troops 
are well sheltered in their burrows. 


Turning Point Reached. | 


LONDON, Oct. §.—The victory of 
French arms at Roye, where the tre- 
mendots assault the Germans— 
their major effort of the Aisne cam 
paign—has been completely defeated, 
{s declared to be the deciding point 
in the twenty-three day battle. A 
great cveration has been launched 
to hem th the German right in such 
a way that it cannot reach new de- 
fences in Belgium. Great forces are 

ing rapidly concentrated by the 
alllea,in an effort to drive a wedge 
through the forces commanding the 
railway from Lille to Belgium. This 
effort is expected to develop in the 
neighborhood of Arras, where stren- 
uous fighting has already taken 
place. 

In addition to the steady bammer- 
Ing of the allled forces against the 
entire German right wing, the efforts 
of the Franco-British are bent direct- 
ly on the line of German communica- 
tions. These and these only have en- 
abled Von Kluk to put up his mag- 
nificent resistance. By attempting a 
series of flanking operations, the al- 
lles may have delayed the success of 
their arms, but have saved thousands 
of lives that would have been thrown 
away in frontal attacks on the strong 
German positions.

“An engagement occurred on Sept.

“A second German force of 400, in- 
eluding 50 Europeans, occupled Kisi!

All-Eastern In Prussia.

PARIS, Oct. 6.—When tho German 
troops occupied Coulommiers they 
took the chief officials of the town 
as hostages for an indemnity of $20,- 
000. ‘The officials protested that it 
was impossible to provide this, as all 
the wealthy inbabiiants had left. The 
German’ general threatened to have 
the hostagea shot, but in the midst of 
this scene a tall Vr rasa entered. 
Gen. Von Kluk clicked his heels and 
saluted. Then followed a short col- 
loquy with the unknown officer, to 
whom the general showed an extra- 
ordinary deference. The hostages 
were led out into the street and plac- 





ROME, Oct. 6.—The Russian em-j ed with their backs against a wall 


bassy here last night made public an 
official communication received from 
the Russian headquarters’ staff, say- 
ing: 

“The defeat of the Germans is 
complete, Their retreat ts changing 
into a rout that is so disorderly and 
precipitate that they are forced: to 
al on everything. 

$ ‘o Russian armies are proceed- 
ing, one from the west and another 
from the south toward Allenstein (in 
East Prussia, 50 miles southeast of 
Blbing). 

“The German losses’ have not yet 
been officially ascertained, but it is 
estimated that they had 70,000 men 
disabled.” 

News from the Russian headquar- 
ters says that the invasion of Hun- 
gary through the Carpathians has 
two object. The first is to Insure 
the left flank of «he Russian army 
operating against Przemys! and along 
the San river, ant second, to open a 
new, field of action in the vast Hun- 
garian plains where {it can frighten 
the population, disturb the drilling of 
Hungarian reservists and recruits and 
cut the railway communications, be- 
aides freely feeding an important por- 
tion of the army from the resources 
of the country. 

it is recalled that during the Rus- 
elan-Turkish war of 1877, an exped!- 
tion, commanded by Gen. Gourka, 
and mostly composed of cavalry did 
the same thing crossing the Balkan 
mountains and entering Eastern Rou- 
mania. 

A despatch received here, speak- 
ing of the Russian invasion of Hun- 


gary says:— 

“Having captured all the Carpath- 
ian passes, the Russians have com- 
menced the invasion of Hungary. Ad- 
vancing to the sou*h they have occu- 
pled. Hosesumezo. Then the Cos- 
sacks effected a daring coup. They 
crossed the river and cut the railway 
at Criget, thus isolating the remain- 
der of Hungary.” ‘

Sister of Messrs. Walter and Wil- 
Ham Alford of This C ty Burned 
to Death With Her Daughter- 
in-Law and Grandchild. 


Mr. William Alford and’ Mr. Walter 
Alford this morning ved the end 
pews that their aister, Mrs Kera- 
lake, sr, had lost her life in a fire in 
her home, Exeter, Devoh, England, 
that their sister, Miss Alford bad 
suffered a fractured skull, Mra. Kerd 
lakey jr., daughter in law of Mra 
Kerslake and Mrs. Kerslake, jr's 
youngest child, Verey aleo perisned. 

The terrible Dews was conycyed in 

a lengthy clipping of an Exeter 
neWapaper, dated Sept. 19, containing 
aN @coount of the tragedy. This is 
the first intimation they bad of the 
news. The clipping was not accompan 
led by a etter - 
The tire broke out at 9 Cowick St, 
Thomas, Exeter, about 3.30 a.m. Sept 
18th. The premises were three storeys 
high, the ground floor being used as 
ag refreahmenDt and dining rooms With 
kitchen behind and Workshops in 
the rear and tlhe two Upper floors de- 
Voted to bedrooms for joagers and the 
family. The ‘rooms were occupied by 
fourteen persons. Uf these three are 
dead, Mrs. Kerelake, sr, Mrs. Wm. 
Wm, Kerslake, jr. and her child Per- 
cy. Miss Alford is in the Rosat Le- 
Yon and Excter Hospital with a frac- 
turcd skull caused by jumping from 
a Window; Mr, Kersjake, ar. is in 
the hospital with bad burns about the 
feet and legs and Mr. Wm. Kerslake 
an outpatient suffering from Injur- 
ics to his Ieft side.

der the Whitney Government and 
carried to such a triumphant success 
with unexampled energy, zeal and de- 
wotion to the public service by Sir 
Adam Beck, will be carried on with 
vnabated vigor, until the boon of 
cheap Nght, cheap heat and cheap 
power is available to every section of 
the province and to every class of the 
community, to the toller on the farm 
as\well as the dweller in our towns 
and cities, so far as it is practicable 
and feasible to accomplish this.”

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Testing the Oven. 

A useful and simple test to try the 
heat of an oven fs by means of a plece 
of white paper.

When the paper becomes 
dark brown, the color of meat pie 
crust, then the oven is sultable for 
small pastry. When light brown, the 
color of real nice pastry, then the oven 
ts ready for pies, etc. When the paper 
turns dark yellow you can bake bread, 
large meat pies or large pound cakes.

Seifian Monarch at Head of Forces 
Withdraws to Join Remainder of

LONDON, Oct. $.—While the im- 
mense armies of the belligerent pow- 
ra of Europe are engaged in death 
stenggles along’ Mnes hundreds of 
miles in extent, in battle which for 
she num engaged, flerceness and 
stubbornness, have no precedent in 
history, the intrepid little army of 
Belgium is making a last stand be- 
hind the forts of Antwerp, one of 
the strongest fortified positions in 


ihe world. 


The bombardment of Antwerp has 


_peen so violent that the houses at 


Rosendaal, a Netherlands town more 
than 20 miles distant, have been vis- 
rbly shaken, according to a telegram 
from that town to the Central News 
by way of Amsterdam. 

Some wounded civillans have ar- 
tived at Rosendaal, and the Dutch 
Government has ordered all trains to 
proceed to that place, to be held in 
readiness ‘to transport the refugees 
and injured. Thousands of refugees 
have already arrived. 

Throughout the entire *night, the 
message adds, a red glare illuminated 
the sky. 

The intensity of the German attack 
on the city is taken in some quarters 
to mean that the Germans are pre- 
paring a second line of defence 
stretching from Antwerp to Brussels, 
Namur and Mets, upon which they

British Naval Officer Describes Sink- 


ing of Austrian Ships.

Both forces are 
now well into Belgian territory, with 
the allles holding the most favorable 
ground. French cavalry is reported 
at Ypres, a bare 25 miles from Os- 
tend, the new temporary capital of 
Belgium. To understand the ma- 
noeuvres now under way, it must be 
remembered that at the beginning of 

{fighting on the River Aisne the op- 
posing armies stood on almost paral- 
Jel straight Lines. To-day the Ger- 
jman right is perpendicular to the 
centre, and left, #ith an unceasing 
operation under way by the allies to 
get around the tip of Vom Kluk’s 
line. If this movsment is effected 
he must double back on the German 
centre or fight his way through the 
enveloping columns.

FALL OF CITY IS DENIED 





OfScials In Britain Have No Confirm 
ation of Rumors of eGrman Occu- 
pation of Stronghold and Refa- 
gees Say Germans Have ‘Not 
Entered—Battle Along tho 
Nethe Rages With Ferocity 
LONDON, Oct. 10. — The Daily 
Telegraphs Rotterdam correspondent, 
telegraphing Friday, says: 

““A xcore hopeful view” prevaits 
here regarding Antwerp. Refugees 
from that city declare that not a sin- 
gle German soldier has yet entered 
Antwerp.”” 

Count de le I.aing, Belgian Minis- 
t-- to Great Britain, says he has re- 
ceived no confirmation of the report- 
ed fall of Antwerp, a report that was 
persistently circulated here last 
night. The Official News Bureau said 
they had no confirmation of it. 

A Central News despatch received 
fm London declares that a new Brit- 
tsh army is marching to aid Antwerp 
from the north of France, where it 
bas united with a French force. Des- 
perate assaults of the besiegers on 
the Antwerp forts are laid to the 
knowledge of the approach of this aid 
and a desire to accomplish the city’s 
downfall before succor arrives. 

From Rotterdam comes a despateh 
dated Friday saying that fires in Ant- 
werp caused by Germain shells have 
now assumed tremendous propor 
tions. 

The Morning Chronicle has a de- 
spatch which says that the Ger- 
man soldiers have entered Ant- 
werp. The inhabitants are quite calm, 
most of those who wished to leave 
ths city having done so before the 
bombardment commenced. There is 
o objection from the censor to pub- 
Heation of this statement, which is 
unconfirmed. 

The Daily Mail has been informed 
on good authority that. Antwerp has 
fallen. ‘ Neither the official press bu- 
reau nor the Belgian Minister can 
confirm the report. 

. The Daily Chronicle's Rosendaal, 
Holland, correspondent, under date 
of Friday, says the situation in Ant- 
werp is critical, and that the town is 
virtually deserted, except for the Bel- 


troops. 

“Every house here,” the correspon- 
dent continues, “is packed to the roof 
with refogees, and other refugees are 
tamping around the railroad stations. 
Antwerp's civil guard was disbanded 
Wednesday.” 

“Stubborn fighting is proceeding 
t:fore the Antwerp fortifications,” 


says The Daily Mail’s Ostend corre- 


spondent, telegraphing Friday. ‘Four 
assaults have been repulsed at No. 4 
fort'‘at Vieuxdleu.

LONDON, Oct. 10.—According to 
a Central News despatch from Am- 
sterdam another aerial raid has been 
made by «he allies on Cologne and 
Dusseldorf, both important German 
Zeppelin airship bases.

It is officially stated that steps are 
being taken to deal with the serious | 
question of German espionage. It was) 
clearly ascertained five or six years. 
ago that the Germans were making | 
great efforts to establish a system of | 
espionage in Great Britain. In order | 
to trace and thwart these efforts a} 
special intelligence department 1 as) 
established by the War Office, and) 
has acted in close co-operation with | 
the Metropolitan ‘police department. 
They were able, in the period of 1911 
to 1914, to discover the ramifications 
of the German secret service in Eng- 
land. Despite the enemy’s enormous 
effogts and lavish expenditure to this 
end, ttle valuable information| 
reached them. All the agents known 
to be engaged in this trafic have 
been marked, and are kept under 
strict observation. | 

On Aug, 24 twenty known spies: 
were arrested under the instructions} 
of the Home Secretary. In addition 
two hundred suspects have been un-;

of these were interned soon after the 
war began. .

If, on the other hand, the fresh 
German troops succeed in cutting off 
the Belgian forces they will bave 
gained a tremendous advantage in 
their campaign to occupy the-entire 
coast from the Scheldt to Dunkirk, 
and possibly even to Calais.

HURT HIS DIGNITY, 


It may not be true, but chances are that it 
1s, for there are few travelled people who have 
not met this particular type of Englishman or 
who have not listened with more or less amuse- 
ment to his “grouching” even in piping times 
of peace. 

According to the London correspondent of 

the Cincinnati Times-Star, this particular sam- 
ple of the type had motored from the elty to 
Dovercourt, close to the Harwick naval base, for 
an outing, and was returning after dark when 
he was ordered to halt by a sentry. He tells the 
story himself in the following picturesque lan- 
guage: 
f “This is England, you know, so I just waved 
the beggar that It was all right and drove on. 
What do you think the swine did? He shot my 
tires, sir! Shot my tires and I almost went into 
the ditch. Then he came running up and 
threatened to stick his bayonet through me, and 
insisted on seeing all sorts of papers before he 
was convinced that I wasn’t a blooming Ger- 
man spy. Might as well be in Russia. I wrote to 
Kitchener and to. the Times, but Kitchener 
hasn’t had the civility to reply and the Times 
hasn't published my letter. I don't know what the 
country is coming to when an Englishman can- 
not motor about in his own country without 
having his tires ruined by the territorials.” 

The incident is worth while-as demonstra- 
ting beyond all question that Great Britain is 
really awake, and that no longer is any atten- 
tion being-paid to the smug, self-complacent ele- 
ment, which, most likely, would object to being 
made to suffer personal inconvenience even

RISE OF THE TRAINED NURSE. 

The New York Evening Post, in comment 
on the celebration of the 25th anniversary of the 
opening of the Johns Hopkins Hospital, declares 
that the whole country did not contain in 1889, 
outside of the hospitals,-more than 2 few hun- 
dred trained nurses. Now they exceend 100,000 
in number. The standard of their qualifications 
is steadily rising. In the encouragement of this 
new profession the Johns Hopkins Hospital con- 
tributed powerfully. It opened a training school 
for nurses simultaneously with the hospital it- 
self, 

There could hardly be a better iNustration 
of the way the modern world has created new 
callings, in proportion to its ability to sustain 
them, than in the rise of the trained nurse. In 
the old days the sick man was taken care of by, 
his family by day and by “watchers” from the 
neighborhood by night. These were the village 
blacksmith or painter, perhaps a fraternity as- 
sociate mate. But he was inexperienced and 
poorly equipped for the work. To draft him 
for it was no small imposition. But, of course, 
the system was economical and still prevails 
where the trained nurse seems an extravagance. 

The world wants all the trained nurses for 
itssufferers on beds of sickness that it can afford. 
We do not need wars, and conflagrations, and 
earthquakes, and vices in order to “make work.” 
In supplying the legitimate and wholesale needs; 
of the world, such as the proper care of the sick, | 
we have a volume of work awaiting performance 
which will tax the resources of every civilized 
land for generations to come. .

READY TQ RETREAT 


German Line Reels Under Blows 
Administered by Allies. 


EVERY ATTACK REPULSED 


Desperate Battle Is In Progress Neat 
Ostend and Lille Is Centre of a 
Seething Vortex of Confilct— 
Crown Prince Is Being Ever 
More Tightly Compressed— 
Antwerp Is Next Line, 


LONDON, Oct. 22.—All along the 
allied front from the English Chan- 
nel to Switzerland the Germans were 
held at every point during the fight- 


ing of yesterday. In some instances 
they lost ground after desperate coun- 
ter-attacks started by them gn an ef- 
fort to resume the offengive. The 
situation on thelr extreme right is 
rather uncertain, but it is positively 
known that the Belgians have main- 
tained their position on the River 
Yeer, and that British warships are 
pouring a devastating fire om the Ger- 
man troops within reach of their 
guns, The fre of the warships has al- 
80 served to render futile every effort 
of the Kaiser’s men to bring heavy 
guns into play. Aviators of both the 
fleet and army have kept the naval 
commanders fully informed of every 
such attempt, and the British gun- 


| NK assruitiog forces to a withering 
fire from the German trenches. 

Just as the Germans have been un- 
able to make good their advance 
along the channe}. so have the allies 
failed to cut the line of communica- 
tion between the Germans In Fran 
and those coming ‘rom Belgium. All 
efforts to hack through the Kaiser's 
Unes have met with repulse, and the 
allied commanders are loathe to make 
the sacrifice of life which accompan- 
les frontal attack. on a scale suffi- 
elent to accomplish this purpose. The 
flanking operations of Gen. Joffre 
have proved the most effectiye in 
fealing with tbe Invaders, and both 
the French and British are proving 
adept i: whip-saw manoeurres, which 
are marked by a demonstration in 
force at one point, anu sudden, dere- 
devil drives a few miles away: With 
these tactics the certre of the Ger- 
man line between the two points at- 
tacked nearly always give ground, 
and a few more miles, ever yards, 
are* gained. 

It °. declared *y correspondents at 
widely-scattered points that the stand

Thus it was in the end of the Jew-

PROVINCE OVERRIDDEN. 








License Says Privy Council. 


TORONTO, Oct. 27.—What Is re- 
garded in Great Britain as well as in 
Canada, as one of the most important 
constitutional decisions handed down 
by the Privy Councll since Confedera- 
tion was received In Toronto yester- 
day. It involved the validity of pro- 
vinclal company licensing and incor- 
poration laws. The two appeal cases, 
Deere ¥. Wharton, and Deere v. Duck, 
on which yesterday’s decision was 
made, were fought out in July before 
the Privy Council. They bad to do 
{with an application for a lcense in 

British" Columbia by the John Deere 
Plow Co., which has been operating 
in different parts of Canada under a 
Dominion charter. Tho Mcense was 
refused by the Province of British 
Columbia, and the question arose 
whether or not the province could 
exclude a Dominion company from 
carrying on business within its boun- 
daries, The Privy Council in its de- 
cision gave the company the right to 
operate in the province without hav- 
ing a provincial crarter. The deci- 
sion will have a marked effect on pro- 
vincial revenue. 


HAMBOURG SUES FOR LIBEL. 


Famous Russian Pianist’ Resents 
Daily Mail Calling Him German, 











LONDON, Oct. 27. — Mark Ham-| 


bourg, a famous Russian planist, 
whom The London Dally Mail called 
a German, has sued the proprietor of 
that newspaper for libel. The case 
will be heard next Wednesday. 

During a discussion before Justice 
Darling yesterday the defendant's 
counsel urged delay on the ground 
that ‘‘there {s no reason why the 
plaintiff should be awarded damages 
on a rising market.” 

The judge refused to adopt the 
view that the Germans would be 
more popular in London-at any time 
than they will be next Wednesday, 
and fixed the hearing for that date.

GEN. FRANKLYN IS DEAD.

LONDON, Oct. 30. —,One of the 
most stirring incidents of the recent 
fighting concerns the British East In- 
dian troops, all of whom would seem 
to be on the front. A wounded Eng- 
lish officer who reached London yes- 
terday says a few Indians a couple of 
nights ago slipped forward through 
the grass to a German. detachment 
protecting a supply train and several 
batteries. With the stealth of jungle 
creatures they came upon the sehtries 
of the foe and strangled one after an- 
other of the outposts. Then they set 
fire to the thicket in which the artil- 
lery and supplies were concealed.

When: it. was burning 
fiercely the Indians suddenly fell 
back, and almost immediately there 
was a series of terrible detonations as 
the ammunition wagons blew up, 
scattering death in every direction.
